Crawford County 
Commissioners have shelved a 
proposal from a Lansing based 

_ developer to build a recreation 
center in the community. 

County commissioners, last 
week, directed Controller Paul 
Compo to inform Wieland- 
Arten, a development firm 
which specializes in developing 
affordable health, fitness and 
recreational centers for small 
and rural communities, that offi- 
cials did not believe it was feasi- 
bie to pursue the project. 

Developers had proposed to 
build a 31,000 square foot recre~ 
ation center, which would have 
included a pool, gymnasium, 
aerobics and weight lifting area, 
conference room and “tot 
watch” area, The projected cost 
of the project was $5.1 million. 

Through a private-public-part- 
nership, the development firm 
would retain ownership of 
10,000 square feet of the build- 
ing to lease for professional 
offices to people such as person- 
al trainers, nutritionists, physi- 
cal therapists, dance instructors 
and chiropractors. 

The developers would have 
paid about $30,000 a year in 
taxes for the offices, while the 
remaining portion of the facility

should enter into a venture 
which would compete against 
businesses serving the commu- 
nity. 

“If this goes in, it would be 
competing against private enter- 
prise and 1 don’t think that’s 
where the county needs to be 
and I don’t think that’s where 
government needs to be,” 
Stephenson said, 

County board members also 
said that the projected number of 
people who would join and pay 
to be members of the recreation- 
al facility seemed to be inflated 
by YMCA officials who have 
proposed to operate the facility, 

County Commissioner Mike 
Lange said he believed two sep- 
arate millage proposals would 
be needed to operate and build 
the facility. 

“Anybody that says this thing 
is not going to lose money does 
not have a good grasp on reali- 
ty,” Lange said. 

Although commissioners 
believe some citizens would 
have used the exercise facility, 
they believe the priority should 


be on renovating the current 


Crawford County Courthouse. 

“Building one is’ one thing, 
running and maintaining it is 
another,” Stephenson said. 

Some commissioners said that 
other developers may come to 
the table with plans for a small- 
er facility which may be less 
costly to the public. 

“There is no doubt that if 
another gym was built it would 
be booked,” Lange said.

The best way to mark metal, 
wood and hard plastic is to use an 
electric engraving pen. Some 
items can be marked with an 
indelible security marker that can 
be purchased at local retail stores. 
Some items cannot be engraved 
or marked with a pen, such as 
antiques, furs, jewelry and musi- 
cal instruments. For these items, 
it is suggested that they be pho- 
tographed and or video taped and 
a complete description recorded 
on an inventory sheet. 

The Grayling City Police 
Department and the Devereaux 
Memorial Crawford County 
Library have joined forces to pro- 
vide citizens with the use of elec- 
tric engraver pens. The pens are 
available for loan from the Jibrary 


for a one-week period. Engravers 
come with an instruction sheet, 
several inventory forms and two 
Operation ID window decals that 
inform potential thieves that your 
property is marked and easily 
identifiable. 

When selecting a proper identi- 
fication number, it is suggested 
you use your drivers license num- 
ber with the state abbreviation. 
Never use your social security 
number. The instruction sheet 
that comes with the engraver has 
detailed information to assist you 
on properly marking your posses- 
sions, 

Which items should you 
engrave? You should mark and 
record anything of value that a 
burglar could conceivably carry 
away. This could include bikes, 


binoculars, power tools, electron- 
ic items, hand tools, recreational 
items, appliances, computers and 
other items you may want to 
mark and inventory. Even if these 
items already have a serial num- 
ber, you may still want to engrave 
your number on it, especially if 
the serial number is on a tag that 
can be easily removed. Property 
owners, however, are encouraged 
to make sure they record the 
model and serial number from 
each item on their inventory 
sheets.

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WITH LABOR DAY now come and 
gone, it’s time in Lansing for the state 
legislature and the governor to get down 
to brass tax .... although no one has pro- 
posed a new tax on brass yet. 

New Year’s Day for Michigan’s fiscal 
year is October | —a deadline that brings 
a sense of urgency into budget talks 
which have been virtually at arm’s 
length so far. 

At last reports, three different versions 


of a budget for the 2005-06 fiscal year 


floated around the capital — the gover- 
nor’s version plus two legislative ver- 
sions, one from the Republican majority 
in the state senate and a different one 
from the state house Republican majort- 
ty. Each rounds out at $40 billion or so. 

The devil, of course, is in the details, 
as the old saying goes, which would be 
where any new tax on brass would 
emerge. 

Gov. Jennifer Granholm, resident 
Democrat, favors a few less spending 
cuts and a few more revenue enhance- 
ments .... meaning reshuffling some

business taxes and installing higher user 
fees and taxes here and there, which 
eventually end up costing the taxpayers 
more money, of course. 

The Republican budget versions gen- 
erally favor more and deeper spending 
cuts, fewer revenue enhancements, and 
even tax cuts in certain areas, such as 
business levies. 

And so it goes. The same thrust and 
parry approach between the parties 
seems to go on every year. 

With the October | fiscal new year, 
attempts to reach some sort of agreement 
on an end product will intensify. Neither 
side will be happy with the outcome, but 
grudging consents will somehow devel- 
op, and the ship of this state once more 
will sail on.

CONTINUAL DEDICATION of deci- 
sion makers against any new taxes in 
many ways is a self-defeating approach. 

Dollar support for higher education is 
one example. As student enrollments in 
Michigan’s 15 state universtties increas-

es, and other costs of doing the business 
of education also rise, state decision 
makers stall or reduce financial support 
for the schools. 

Operation costs continue to increase, 
of course, so every Michigan public uni- 
versity this year has raised tuitions. 
Higher tuition cost to students and par- 
ents is not a tax by definition, but the 
consumer pays in the end. No new 
taxes? Not really. 

Or consider another user fee. A new 
tax on theater owners based on films 
they acquire for public viewing has been 
suggested. A six percent tax would pro- 
duce an estimated $20 million. But 


movie tickets undoubtedly would cost 


more, and the movie patron would pay 
the $20 million. No new taxes? Not real- 
ly, | 

The same for extending the sales tax 
to services ~ another proposal from time 
to time. If your doctor or dentist or 
lawyer must pay a 6 percent sales tax on 
his/her charges every time you make a 
visit, they will simply pass it on and the 
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patient/client will pay higher doctor, 
dentist or lawyer fees. No new taxes? 
Not really. 

But doesn’t insurance coverage cover 


‘ medical and dental costs? Maybe, but 


when insurance costs go up, so do insur- 
ance premiums, which once more soon 
filters directly to the consumer. 

When the state chops down or elimi- 
nates state support to local governments 
and local schools, state spending is 
tower. But this is not really saving tax- 
payer money, because the buck is passed 
to the local units which either must raise 
their taxes or cut their services. Is this 
genuine government economy? Not real- 
ly. No new taxes? Not really.

SEPTEMBER 2005 is budget crunch 
time in Michigan, as it was in 2004, too. 
Here are the closing words of a similar 
Almanack written in September 2004: 

“The more critical aspect of the entire 
budget measure is that it is yet another 
instance of budgeting by duct tape and 
baling wire. 


“Few if any budget solutions adopted 
in recent years solve any part of overall 
problems of running state government. 
All are stopgap measures, and most tend 
to make long term problems more 
severe. 

“Michigan faces a more basic prob- 
lem: Our tax system as now constituted 
and compromised by the inane self 
imposed political mantra of ‘no new 


taxes for anything’ will not support state 


services. 
“Michigan’s overall tax structure and 
procedures need thorough study and 
drastic overhaul.” 
Those comments are appropriate in 
2005 as well .... and with elections for 


governor and legislature coming up next 
year, probably in 2006 as well.

Over the last three years, the 
Michigan Department — of 
Transportation (MDOT) has 
taken a more active role in over- 
Seeing the operations and 
finances of the Mackinac 
Bridge, with the ultimate goal of 
keeping tolls low, ensuring that 
traffic flows smoothly across the 
bridge, and protecting the safety 
of the bridge and the people who 
use it. That role will result in the 
anticipated saving of almost 
$4,000,000 in taxpayer funds 
over the next fifteen years. 
Additionally, business practices 
have become more efficient, 
transparent and consistent, and 
security measures have been 
updated to meet the realities of 
the potential threats that con- 
front major transportation assets 
nationwide. 

This letter ts written to clarify 
the actions taken by the 
Michigan Department — of 
Transportation (MDOT) to 
improve bridge operations and 
maintain accountability at the 
Mackinac Bridge Authority 
(MBA). Recent public descrip- 
tions of the last MBA meeting 
did not include the facts and 
business justifications — that 
prompted the actions taken by 
MDOT during the last three 
years, including the following: 

!. The MBA board voted to 
hire a private investment firm to 
manage the $25 million in funds 
that will be used for future 
reconstruction of the bridge's 
road surface. The board had 


been advised by the Attorney 
General's Office that only the 
State Treasurer had legal author- 
ity to manage the bridge's invest- 
ments. The Authority's contract 
with this private company would 
pay this firm about $62,500 per 
year. MDOT and the State 
Treasurer determined that the 
State Treasurer - which invests 
more than $50 billion for all 
state agencies - could provide 
the same services for only 
$15,000 per year, a considerable 
savings over the board's private 
firm. Ten months after this 
change was made, several MBA 
board members have publicly 
stated that they are pleased with 
the State Treasurer's manage- 
ment of bridge investments. 

2. The MBA board recently 
ordered Mackinac Bridge staff 
to hire a risk management 
firm to perform a $24,000 study 
to identify business risks at the 
bridge and determine insurance 
needs. The vendor selected by 
the board was suggested by one 
of the insurance brokers current- 
ly selling $250,000 of insurance 

coverage to the MBA. 
The board made no effort to 
determine if the price quoted for 
the study was reasonable, and 
ihere was no effort to competi- 
tively bid out this study. 
Subsequently, MDOT retained 
the Michigan Department of 
Management and Budget 
(DMB) at a cost of $2,000 to 
complete a thorough study of the 
risks the bridge faces and the 
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insurance coverage the bridge 
should have, saving the 
Mackinac Bridge $22,000 of 
taxpayer funds. 

_3. The MBA. board has been 
spending about $250,000 annu- 
ally for insurance at the bridge. 
The results of the DMB review 
described above concluded that 
the bridge was paying for $4,500 
of redundant and unnecessary 
insurance, paying $10,000 too 
much for auto insurance protec- 
tion, and paying $130,000 for 
insurance coverage that should 
be self-insured to achieve addi- 
tional savings (like all other 
State of Michigan agencies do). 
Rather than waste toll revenue 
on unnecessary insurance costs, 
MDOT implemented this cost 
savings plan to responsibly 
reduce the bridge's insurance 
costs and to keep tolls low. 

4. The MBA board entered 
into an annual bridge inspection 
contract with a private engineer- 
ing firm. The MBA had not been 
following standard state contract 

procedures and has 
been overpaying this firm by 
$15,000 per year. MDOT is in 
the process of recovering these 
overpayments and has instituted 
new procedures at the bridge to 
prevent future overpayments. 

Some additional issues require 
clarification as well. Recent 
reports have stated that the 
Mackinac Bridge is. completely 
self-sufficient and does not 
receive any state funds. In fact, 
the bridge has received substan-

tial state support over the years, 
including more than $62 million 
in loan re-payment assistance. 
Without this state assistance, 
bridge tolls would be substan- 
tially. higher today than the low 
tolls currently paid by bridge 
users ~ including the 16 percent 
of bridge users who are regular 
commuters. 

Following the terrorist acts of 
Sept. 11, 2001, major bridges in 
the U.S. have elected to keep 
their inspection reports confi- 
dential, because they contain 
useful information for terrorists. 
This practice is now being fol- 
lowed at the Mackinac Bridge 
and is consistent with the current 
security practices of other simi- 
iar bridges nationwide. The 
Mackinac Bridge is well main- 
tained and in excellent condi- 
tion, especially for a 50 year-old 
structure. The detailed findings 
of the report, however, are no 
longer discussed in public. 
Summary observations and con- 
clustons about bridge conditions 
are still discussed in public set- 
tings. 

The Mackinac Bridge is 
Michigan's premier transporta- 
tion asset, and a vital economic, 
cultural and geographic link for 
all of Michigan and the upper 
Midwest. MDOT remains com- 
mitted to working with the MBA 
and Michigan Legislature to 
ensure the Bridge retains its pre- 
cminent status and that the MBA 
continues to be accountable to 
Michigan taxpayers.

How can gas stations 


justify their gas costs? 


To the editor: 

I am a writer by trade and find 
myself at a loss for words strong 
enough to express. the disgust I 
have regarding the gas price situ- 
ation intown. On Sunday, Aug. 
27, the typical price in town 
among all stations on the 1-75 
Business Loop was $2.79, This 
price is already 18 cents above 
the national average of $2.61, 
according to CNN. By the after- 
noon of the following day, prices 
were up to $3.00. Tuesday, Aug. 
29 saw prices climb to $3.19, 
with some actually reaching 
$3.48 by Wednesday afternoon. 

Living in a tourist town, I have 
come to expect a spike in prices 
during peak holiday weekends, 
however, several stations took 
gross advantage of the recent 
hurricane by raising their prices 
to reprehensible levels, Some 
gas stations saw a golden oppor- 
tunity to capitalize from the 
death and destruction left in the 
wake of Hurricane Katrina in 
order to make a few extra bucks 
by hiking up their prices to a 
revolting $ 3.48. 

I believe these stations them- 
‘selves realized their own gross 
misconduct because within a 
few hours of them hiking their 
prices to this level, they 
“reduced” them down to a range 


of $3.30, while other stations in 
town held steady at an average 
$3.19. How can some gas sta- 
tions justify that their gas costs 
11 cents more per gallon than the 
gas right across the street? There 
is absolutely no way that these 
stations can defend themselves 
for this action. 

We have not yet truly felt the 
effects of the hurricane on gas 
supply/prices yet, aS supported 
by all local and national news 
sources, President Bush himself 
Stated. in a press conference on 
Wednesday, Aug. 31, that the 
southeast region of the country 
should expect to be the hardest 
hit, and yet the prices in this 
region didn’t yet hit the levels 
that these Grayling stations were 
attempting to charge. Their 
price hikes can only be motivat- 
ed by vulgar greed and capitaliz- 
ing on a horrific natural disaster. 

It’s ridiculous enough that 
Grayling stations have been 
higher than the national average 
all summer long. It is disgusting 
that some stations had to see how 
far they could push the price 
envelope in order to maximize 
their gain from what is being 
called America’s largest natural 
disaster in history.

Duty Family Members through TRICARE 


Beginning Sept. 1, active duty 
family members (ADFMs), who 
meet specific hearing-loss 
requirements, will be eligible to 
receive hearing aids including 
services and supplies as a TRI- 
CARE benefit. 

This benefit is extended to 
ADFMs as part of the National 
Defense Authorization Act 
(NDAA) for Fiscal Year (FY) 
2002. 
and services were only available 
to those beneficiaries who were 
in the Program for Persons with 
Disabilities (PFPWD). 

The FY 2002 NDAA provision 
allows for coverage of a hearing 
aid to ADFMs diagnosed withia 
“profound” hearing loss. | With 
the assistance of service physi- 
ctans and audiologists from both 


Previously, hearing aids’ 


the Department of the Defense 
and Veterans Affairs, TRICARE 
established separate hearing- 
level thresholds for adults and 
children, The criteria for an 
adult ADFM to qualify for hear- 
ing aids and services are: 40 
decibel (dB) hearing loss (HL) or 
greater in one or both ears when 
tested at one of the following fre- 
quencies; 500, 1,000, 1,500, 
2,000, 3,000 or 4,000Hz; or 
26dB HL or greater in one or 
both ears at any three or more of 
those frequencies (mentioned 
previously); or a speech recogni- 
tion score less than 94 percent. 
The criterion for children of 
active duty service members to 
qualify for hearing aids and serv- 
ices 1s: 26dB HL or greater hear- 
ing threshold level in one or both 


ears when tested in one of the 
following frequency ranges; 500, 
1,000, 2,000, 3,000 or 4,000Hz. 

Eligible TRICARE beneficiar- 
ies will receive all medically nec- 
essary and appropriate services 
and supplies, including hearing 
examinations administered by 
authorized providers that are 
required in connection with this 
benefit. 

Eligible beneficiaries who 
suspect that they or a family 
member may have a hearing loss 
should schedule an appointment 
with their primary care manager 
(PCM) for an initial examination. 
The PCM wiil then refer the ben- 
eficiary to an audiologist for any 
necessary tests,

Industrial Park is preparing to 
take 4 ‘bite out of more national 
and. international business when 
it moves to more spacious head- 
quarters on M-72, , 

The Kodiak Group, an engi- 
neering and consulting firm, is 
moving into the former 
Cartwright and Danewell 
Building on M-72 West later this 
month. 

Since the firm was established 
in July, 2002, it has grown from 
having nine to 19 employees. 

The Kodiak Group has been 
located in a building the firm 
shares with the North Flight 
Ambulance Service located at 
2307 Dupont St., which has 700 
square feet of workspace. 

The company’s new offices 
will give them 5,000 square feet 
of space to operate in.

Bvery year since 1998, Huron 
Pines RC&D has sponsored the 
placement of Large Woody 
Debris by heavy lift helicopter at 
various areas on the AuSable 
River, in partnership with the 
USDA Forest Service, the 
Michigan DNR and other project 
sponsors. Entire trees with the 
root wad intact are lifted from a 
staging area and placed either 
individually or in groups into the 
river. 

Large Woody Debris (LWD) 
was once a common site within 
most Northern Michigan rivers 
and streams. Early logging prac- 
tices removed fallen trees and log 
jams from the stream in order to 
transport saw logs downstream 
to lumber mills. Logging activity 
also harvested the majority of 
timber within the river corridor 
preventing the future recruitment 
of naturally occurring LWD. 

Large Woody Debris, in the 


wood 


form of whole trees, is a vital 
component of a healthy aquatic 
ecosystem in Northern Michigan 
streams, These structures provide 
the necessary cover for trout, 
prey fish, aquatic mammals, and 
various other organisms in the 
stream as well as creating the 
necessary matrix of structure and 
nutrients that foster a healthy 
food chain. Most importantly, 
LWD structures create diversity 
within the river system by creat- 
ing riffles, scour holes, and calm 
slack waters. Properly placed 
large woody debris structures 
can also deflect water away from 
vulnerable stream banks and help 
protect them from erosion activi- 
ties. 

Normally, during one of these 
events, the public cannot observe 
the activities, either due to lack 
of visibility offered by the land- 
scape or restricted access.
